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TECHNICAL FIELD 


The present invention relates generally to cordless telephone systems and, more 
particularly, to a cordless telephone system that can receive wireless communications 
from wireless sensors. 

BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 

Security systems and home automation networks are described in numerous 
patents, and have been in prevalent use for over 40 years. In the United States, there are 
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
